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Notice To Taxpayers 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants 
by posting notifications in some public place in the 
town or shall notify them in such other way as the town 
directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls, and all their estates, real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner after such notice does not 
bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right 
to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he offers such lists with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.

Notice To Veterans Desiring 


Tax Exemption 


Any veteran who desires to secure exemptions al- 
lowed by law, shall file written proof of entitlement on 
or before the 1st day of April with the Assessors of 
the town in which he resides, whereupon the Assessors 
shall grant exemption to such persons while so quali- 
fied.

All males 70 years of age or older on April 1st, de- 
siring Poll Tax Exemption shall file written proof of 
entitlement on or before the first day of April with the 
Assessors of the town in which he resides, whereupon 
the Assessors shall grant exemption to such person so 
qualified.

THE CAMDEN FIRST AID ASSOCIATION 


The year has been another busy one for the am- 
bulance and the members of the Camden First Aid 
Association. 281 trips were made for a total of 6070 
miles and 553 man hours. There were 259 local calls 
for the residents of Camden, Rockport and Lincolnville 
from their homes to either the Camden Community 
Hospital or the Knox County General Hospital. The 
remaining trips were as follows:

The by-laws of the Camden First Aid Association 
state that any member of the Fire Department may be- 
long to the Association. We do wish more would lend 
us a hand to relieve the burden that is being placed 
upon the 15 or 20 active members. Each year first aid 
courses are given in patient handling and care at the 
Knox County General Hospital which are attended by 
the majority of our men. 


We appreciate the cooperation the directors and 
staff of the Knox County General Hospital and the 
Camden Community Hospital have given us during the 
past year. 


We also extend our thanks to the residents of the 
town of Camden who have made donations to the As- 
sociation. These donations have enabled us to provide 
the best and most modern equipment available.

Civil Defense in Camden has advanced only in ma- 
terial values over the past year. Five new public fall- 
out shelters have been established and will be complete- 
ly stocked within the next few months. Thus, giving 
Camden six fully equipped fallout shelters with a total 
capacity of 975 persons. 


Construction of facilities and equipment procure- 
ment have been our major goal over the past seven 
years. These consist of an Emergency Operating Cen- 
ter, Warning System, communication equipment, radia- 
tion instruments, and pertinent supplies, providing us 
with the basic tools for handling emergencies. THIS 
IS NOT ENOUGH! 


Presently your Camden Civil Defense is on a care- 
taker basis only. We are lacking interested personnel 
to advance planning and preparedness for any disaster.

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Report of the Police Department 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the town of Camden: 


I hereby respectfully submit the annual report of the Police 
Department for the year 1967: 


aphvdiir the year there has been several changes in personnel. 
The department has two new police officers and two dispatchers. 
Due to the ever-changing laws, Supreme Court decisions, and 
the numerous complaints which police officers must cope with in 
today’s society we have established a weekly training session, 
which is mandatory to all personnel. These sessions cover every 
phase of law enforcement work. The two new officers will attend 
the Maine Municipal Police Council’s Basic School when it is 
available this spring. We also participate in the Training Key 
Program of the International Association of Chiefs of Police. 
It is our desire to obtain all training possible from every available 
source sO we may serve you, our citizens, with the greatest degree 
of proficiency possible. 


During May we held Bicycle Day and this year we have in- 
spected and registered 505 bicycles. In cooperation with the Drift- 
ers Motorcycle Club a bicycle rodeo was held this fall which proved 
to be highly successful. It is our desire to instill highway safety 
in these young bike riders which will remain with them as they 
become motor vehicle operators. This program also gives the 
Police Department a chance to meet and know our younger citi- 
zens. 


Again this year the department, in dealing with young offend- 
ers, carried out a number of work details involving 17 youths. We 
would like to commend the parents and persons against whom 
the offenses were committed for their cooperation in this program. 
We are sure that the young people have performed their work 
well and have proved themselves worthy of our trust. 


In the field of highway safety we have seen many changes. 
Amendments to our ordinances for unnecessary noise and taxi 
license requirements have been added. One of the greatest traffic 
hazards has been eliminated with the establishment of the traffic 
island at the monument at High and Mountain Streets. The blinker 
lights in town were all renewed this year. With our signs, lights 
and street markings Camden is the first town in the State to con- 
form with the Uniform Traffic Code. 
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During the year the State has changed to a more detailed 
accident report form which is used by all municipalities. All 
officers attended a four-hour training course to learn to properly 
complete the necessary information this new form requires. This 
fall the Police Department was presented with a tape recorder 
which will be utilized in the traffic safety field. We will have a 
weekly radio safety program and safety spots in the schools. 


At last Town Meeting money was appropriated for the estab- 
lishment of a Junior Police Squad. Six members are on duty at 
the vicinity of the Mary Taylor School for the protection of all the 
students in the area. They are dressed in orange fluorescent capes 
and caps. We are proud of the job they are performing and re- 
quest all citizens to cooperate with them in protecting our children. 


Today police work demands many new techniques and devices 
to cope with our ever-changing society. We hope to be the best 
trained and equipped to perform our duties with the greatest 
possible efficiency.

Planning Commission 


1967 PROGRESS REPORT 


Early in 1967 the Commission embarked upon a two-year 
program for the completion of a comprehensive development plan 
for the Knox County Region with the assistance of local, county, 
state, and federal funds. The comprehensive plan is the responsi- 
bility of the Commission and its staff planner in cooperation with 
Knox County citizens as well as agencies at all governmental 
levels. The program includes study elements such as population 
analysis, transportation, land use, economic base, natural resources, 
community facilities, and public utilities. These studies will form 
the foundation bricks for planning considerations leading to the 
comprehensive development plan. Realizing full-well that the 
fate of many a master plan is that of not being implemented be- 
cause it lacks focus and orientation toward specific problems, the 
Commission is aiming the Knox County plan at five areas of pri- 
mary concern problems of a nature which warrant special consid- 
eration in plan formulation: 


1. What is needed to solve the overall transportation problem 
in the region? What potential is there for the development 
of a deep water harbor? 


2. What should be the proper utilization of land within the 
region? 


3. What can be done to develop our mineral resources? 


4. How can the economy of the region be bettered with the 
decline in the fishing industry? Can the fish “business” 
be a year-round operation? 


5. What can be done to develop the recreation industry? To 
what degree can our ports and harbors be utilized in this 
capacity? 


Utilizing such a “directed planning” approach, therefore, it is 
anticipated that the program will provide the Knox County Region 
with a sound and reasonable comprehensive plan, one that will 
serve as a springboard for intensive study of the above mentioned 
areas of concern. 


Over half of the two-year program can be characterized as 
an inventory of existing conditions that will provide a sound basis 
for subsequent planning considerations and plan formulation. 
Steady progress is being made in this direction. During the ten 
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months in 1967 since the hiring of our staff planner, 40 percent of 
the comprehensive planning program has been completed. Study 
areas have included investigation of trends in tourism, assumptions 
for forecasting population, soil characteristics, highway sufficiency, 
and an inventory of existing rural land usage. The remaining 
fieldwork, research, and analysis to be done will be completed dur- 
ing the early part of autumn in 1968. Information, data, and ideas 
will be presented along with initial planning considerations during 
December, and subsequent review and plan formulation should be 
completed by the end of March in 1969. 


Under the planning contract ten percent of our staff time 
can be devoted to planning matters not specifically oriented to 
the comprehensive plan; matters which could be termed as “cur- 
rent planning.” During 1967 considerable effort was put forth by 
members of the Commission, individually and collectively, and our 
staff planner on current planning activities. 


Realizing full well the plight of the local assessor in rural 
Knox County municipalities, the Commission brought together 
a group of professional assessors — specialists in their field — from 
as far away as Pennsylvania and Michigan to discuss ways in 
which the Commission could assist communities in methods of 
property assessment procedure. It was the consensus of the group 
that the Commission investigate the procedure necessary in the 
formulation of tax assessment districts. At the present a legisla- 
tive study is being prepared by the Bureau of Public Administra- 
tion at the University of Maine involving this concept that is an- 
ticipated to recommend legislation that would enable municipali- 
ties to join together in such a district. 


In addition to fulfilling its role as the continuing agency for 
Knox County in the EDA program, the Commission has been in- 
strumental in the establishment of a six-county economic develop- 
ment planning district. The Eastern Development District consists 
of Knox, Waldo, Hancock, Washington, Penobscot and Piscataquis 
Counties and will be served by a non-profit organization consisting 
of representatives from the member counties called PRIDE, Inc. 
(Promote Recreation and Industry Down East). Knox County 
membership in this group will afford the Region additional insight 
as well as additional technical and financial assistance in areas of 
common concern with the other counties. Included in these areas 
of common concern are such problems as domestic and foreign 
markets for agricultural products, and low cost public power. The 
latter will be recognized as an area of considerable Commission 
involvement during the 1967 legislative session. It is anticipated 
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that revived interest and demand for low cost public power through 
PRIDE will generate a more unified and stronger case for this 
common need in the near future. 


Continued progress in the comprehensive planning program 
and in the areas of current planning such as mentioned above is 
solely dependent upon support from Knox County municipalities. 
It is our belief that change in Knox County, whether it be progress 
or the lack of it, will not be an overnight occurrence, but never- 
theless, it will be reflected dramatically sooner than is often 
thought. It is the municipalities that comprise Knox County that 
will determine the nature of this change, and it is they who are 
ultimately responsible.

It was noted in last year’s report that the trustees have been 
putting aside some $500 per year in anticipation of rebuilding or 
renewing the bath house, and this year it was necessary to tear 
the old bath house down. The old bath house had served us well 
for close to 35 years, and deserved the decision of destruction. It is 
now the trustees opinion that a new structure be built of a more 
permanent type construction at a different location. We have 
several inexpensive proposals in the fire, but as yet no specific plan 
has been projected. However, it is hoped that the new building will 
be ready for the new season. 


We also plan to renew the old wooden steps this year if the 
budget will allow it. We had planned to do them last year, but the 
funds were not sufficient to handle the expenditure. 


I would like to personally thank the town crew for their help 
this past year in aiding us when it was needed. Their cooperation 
throughout the summer, and in the fall was greatly appreciated. 


Thank you again for your faithful support, for what many of us 
feel has been a worthwhile part of our community, and let’s hope 
that it will continue.

To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of 

Camden, Maine: 

Although the weather during the past summer months was 
generally unfavorable for boating activities, business along the 
waterfront was about the same as the year before. 

Two new moorings were set in the inner harbor and eight in 
the outer harbor. The scow which was built in the summer of 
1966 at a cost of about $1,200.00 earned about $225.00 this year. 

Plans are being made for more float space at the public landing 
to relieve the crowded conditions of rowboats and tenders. 


We had the same water pollution as we have had and will con- 
tinue to have this until the waste treatment system is in operation. 


I received several complaints about dust and soot from com- 
mercial smoke stacks on boats, but with the cooperation of mill and 
factory owners this condition should be much improved this sum- 
mer. 


There is quite a space at the head of the harbor that could be 
made available for mooring small boats by dredging. This would 
also serve to beautify the harbor to contrast with the beautiful 
landscape above it. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Town Crew, Selectmen and my 
many friends for their cooperation during 1967.

Two additional programs have been developed by 
the Department of Health and Welfare for the general 
health and protection of pre-school children which are 
being followed by private agencies as well as by the 
state nurses. 


1. The statewide testing program of 3-year-olds 
for Amblyopia. Translated: Amblyopia means “dull 
eye’ and is uniocular or confined to one eye. The 
screening test is a simple procedure using pictures and 
done by the parent under ordinary home conditions. If 
the parent finds a difference in the two eyes the nurse 
is asked to recheck and give a more thorough eramina- 
tion. If she in turn finds the same discrepancy the 
child is referred for a professional examination by the 
family optometrist or to the Division of Eye Care. Two 
children were examined by the nurse. One passed the 
test, the other was referred and correctional glasses 
were obtained. 


2. The immunization program consists of a state- 
wide survey. Each parent will receive cards on which 
to list the immunizations each pre-school child has re- 
ceived. In this way it will be known the children who 
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are not immunized or who are only partially immunized. 
Follow-up calls will be made in delinquent cases to in- 
sure complete immunizations and vaccinations. With 
this in mind clinics were held offering D.P.T., Polio and 
Smallpox vaccinations with Dr. Tounge in charge. 
Measles vaccine was given in cooperation with Mrs. 
Kathleen Gerrish, school nurse. More clinics will be 
offered in the future. 


After a full year of Medicare and trial and error 
on the part of all concerned we have now become quite 
routine. At present 20 Medicare patients are being 
given nursing care, physiotherapy and health super- 
vision. As with all government agencies revisions are 
constantly being made and meetings are held to keep 
abreast of new ideas and changes. Nine all-day class- 
es were held during March, April and May to acquaint 
all area nurses with the standard policies and patient 
reporting forms. Monthly meetings are being con- 
tinued from September through May for continued 
education with speakers from the State Department 
and Bingham Foundation. 


Regional Tuberculosis Clinics have been replaced 
by the Knox County Chest Clinic held the second Tues- 
day of each month at the Knox County General Hospi- 
tal. X-rays and laboratory work must be completed 
the week prior to the clinic. Patients are finding this 
clinic much more convenient to attend and more 
thorough examination and follow-up care is received. 


We are fortunate that Mrs. Ruth Gibbs, a trained 
nurses’ aide has been able to continue on a part-time 
basis. By her efficiency and dependability we have 
been able to handle the increased number of patient 
calls without extra help. My thanks also go to Mrs. 
Ruth Carr, R.N., and Mrs. Geraldine Aylward, R.N., 
who have been relief nurses on short notice and for va- 
cations. I would like also to express appreciation to 
the people who have given gifts of money, supplies, 
clothes and bed linen to be used where most needed.

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Report of School Nurse 


During the fiscal year 1967 health examinations 
were given to all students in Grades, Sub-Primary, 
Third, Sixth, Ninth and Twelfth. 


Also included were any students participating in 
any athletic program, as it is mandatory that each stu- 
dent have a physical examination at the beginning of 
the school year, either by the school physician, Dr. 
Peter Holz, or by their own family doctor. 


The vision and hearing testing has been done again 
this year by the generous assistance of the Junior 
Woman’s Club, and the Rockport Health Council mem- 
bers. 


Nearly every student has been tested, with the ex- 
ception of those few that were absent at the specific 
day of testing. 


The Camden Lions Club has also continued their 
kind work of supplying glasses wherever funds were 
needed, and several students have benefitted by this 
necessary help. 


The Lions Club have also increased the number of 
slides which are used in the testing procedure — mak- 
ing it much more simplified, and accurate, for testing 
the lower grade students. 


Parents would be wise to take notice of children 
failing the School Vision Test, as many times early 
corrective measures will aid the child both in reading 
and in many other school programs. 


Tuberculin testing is done yearly, on a National 
Survey basis, to include the First Grade (rather than 
the Sub-Primary as has been done in the past) Seventh 
Grades, and Twelth (or Senior) Grades. 


We are most happy to report that we had no 
active cases of Tuberculosis found in our schools this 
year. 
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Also during the year we have given the following 
immunizations at School Clinics: 


311 Adult Diptheria Tetanus 

221 Smallpox Vaccinations 

457 Polio Immunizations 

184 Measles Immunizations 

Approximately 1000 Dental Examinations 

Each year our schools are growing in size, and 


activities, and the nursing services are being used 
extensively. 


Parents are welcome to ask for an interview re- 
garding the health of their child at any time, as we 
are anxious to help in any problem that we can, and to 
advise for further treatment. 


The many kind people assisting us in our Clinics, 
and other areas of work, are most greatly appreciated, 
and I should like to say “Thank You,” at this time.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of the Camden-Rockport School District: 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Maine School Administrative District No. 28. 


Never before has the need for quality education been so 
urgently and so dramatically illustrated as it has in recent years. 
It is a stunning and sobering experience to hear of the troubled 
spots throughout the nation and to discover that, while much is 
being said and done, we are not doing enough to eliminate the 
causes of the problem. 


Camden and our nation’s future will be determined by the 
direction given to and character developed by today’s youth. Our 
schools play a paramount role in defining that direction and in 
shaping that character by endeavoring to realize the potentials 
of all youth and to create patterns of life-long learning where 
by the challenge of future change will be enthusiastically met. 


In the development of that potential lies the happiness and 
wellbeing of the individual as well as that of our community and 
society as a whole. As enlightened citizens, I urge you to examine 
closely the existing and projected programs of our schools, as well 
as the financial efforts being made to ensure the highest quality 
education for all. 


The curriculum is the instrument used in schools to work 
toward achieving its goals and objectives. The professional staff 
is continously evaluating and striving to improve, to vary, to 
make more meaningful the course content. During the past year 
some of our efforts include: 
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1. Offering science to freshmen, it is now possible for a 
student to take four years of science. 


2. Made it possible for a pupil to select a foreign language at 
the beginning of any school year. 


Offer personal typing as an elective. 
4, Offer Russian History as an elective. 


Reduced the size of English classes by redeploying teacher 
assignments. 


6. Up-dated textbooks. 


7. Introduced drafting and mechanical drawing as a part of 
the industrial arts and math program. 


8. Broaden the business education courses by having both 
secretarial office practice and clerical office practice. 


Enriching the Curriculum through federal grants: 


Perhaps the greatest impact on education, in recent years, has 
come about by passage and implementation of the Elementary 
and Secondary Act of 1965. This single piece of legislation has pro- 
vided funds for special needs and innovations in education which 
have been shunned, in the past, due to lack of funds. The E.S.E. 
Act has served as a vehicle to stimulate programs that advance 
creativity in education. The Board of Directors and this admini- 
stration has taken advantage of all funds allocated to the com- 
munities it serves and has met with success in obtaining funds 
above and beyond those allocated for the Camden-Rockport School 
District. 


The real measure of a program is its implementation. This 
report attempts to show the amount of money received from 
federal funds and how it was used to enrich, to broaden and to 
expand the curriculum. 


1. Title I $12,005.21

4. Basic Adult Education 5,013.20

Title I funds were used to initiate a developmental reading 
course in Rockport and a basic English course of study for pupils 
having language difficulty in junior and senior high school. Two 
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teachers salaries are paid, special materials and equipment suit- 
able for this purpose has been purchased from the source. Most 
important of all, an attractive, well lighted and appropriately 
furnished room has been provided in the old cafeteria of the 
Mary E. Taylor School for this function. 


Title II funds are used to buy library books. 


Title III—A “Comprehensive Guidance Program” for the 
rural towns sending high school pupils to Camden was funded 
under Title III of the E. S. E. Act. The obiective of the project is 
to develop and provide comprehensive guidance and counseling 
services for pupils in grades 1 to 8 in the rural towns of Appleton, 
Hope and Lincolnville, and for pupils in grades K to 12 on the 
Island of Islesboro. The service is designed to encourage rural 
youths to discover their potential and to seek opportunities to 
develop them to their fullest extent. This is an operational grant 
funded for three years, starting July 1, 1967. The first years 
budget is $42,800 the total three year budget is in excess of $110,000. 
Recognition of this program has come from the University of 
Maine, State Department of Education and as far as Radford, 
Virginia. Dr. Fraughton G. Ford, Director of Project Helping 
Hand has visited our schools and is incorporating the information 
supplied to him in his proposal. 


Seventy adults have participated in an evening adult educa- 
tion program that offers the following courses: 


Sewing Slimnastics Shorthand Woodworking 


Art Typing Music 


A unique program that has caught the imagination of people 
in the mid-coast area and has met with great success in Basic 
Adult Education. This program, under the direction of Mr. C. 
Leroy Barker, is to encourage high school dropouts to finish their 
education regardless of age. 


Recently, Camden was authorized as an official testing center 
for the high school equivalency test and the present class of 22 
students, whose ages range from 19 to 69, justifiably received their 
high school equivalency certificates. 


Since the start of the Basic Adult Program last year, the 
enrollment has climbed from 18 to 60 adults participating this 
year. Another class with 34 students enrolled is currently under- 
way. 
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Improving the curriculum is foremost in the minds of the 
staff. All grades and all subject areas are being evaluated. Per- 
haps our greatest need is in the middle grades (grades 6-7-8). A 
proposal has been submitted to the U. S. Office of Education 
focusing attention on this need. 


Camden-Rockport was approved for a year-round Head Start 
Program for 1967-68. At present there are thirty pupils from 
Camden-Rockport, Appleton, Hope and Lincolnville participating 
in classes held at the Mary E. Taylor School. 


The United States Office of Education is in the process of 
establishing 50 to 90 communities throughout the nation as Head 
Start Follow Through Centers. The State of Maine may nominate 
three school districts to participate in a Follow Through Program 
during the 1969 school year. Each district approved for participa- 
tion by the U. S. Commissioner of Education will be invited to a 
planning conference in February. After considering information 
presented at this meeting, the school district will be offered 
technical assistance in developing Follow Through proposals. 
Notification of grants will be made May 1, 1968. 


M.S. A. D. No. 28 Year-round Head Start, with children from 
Camden and Rockport participating, has been nominated as one of 
the three School Districts from Maine.

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COMMENTS 


Town of Camden 
January 1, 1967 to December 31, 1967 


During the year ended December 31, 1967, it was discovered 
that the Town was erroneously closing the books on December 31 
rather than February 15 as specified by the Town charter. Accord- 
ingly, departmental balances on the attached statements have not 
been closed. The operations for the calendar year 1967 resulted 
in an unexpended departmental balance of $65,475.30.. Unexpended 
balances and overdrafts in total were: 


Unexpended Balances $71,069.58 
Overdrafts 5,594.28 
$65,475.30 


Under prior years procedure $40,098.88 of the unexpended bal- 
ance would have been carried and $25,376.42 would have been 
closed to surplus. Of the $25,376.42, overlay of $13,848.21 accounted 
for the major portion. 


ASSETS: The general cash of $66,710.44 was on deposit with 
the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. Petty cash of $75.00 
was on hand. Cash in savings accounts was verified by examina- 
tion of passbooks. All balances were confirmed by direct corre- 
spondence with the depositaries. 


Accounts receivable of $3,476.17 decreased $181.57 from the 
preceding year. $2,932.10 of this is due from Oak Hill Cemetery 
for current year changes for payroll and clerical assistance. 


The taxes receivable balance of $13,645.36 consists of unpaid 
1967 taxes amounting to $13,197.68. The remaining $447.68 is 
applicable to taxes assessed for the years 1962 through 1966. The 
total increased $3,314.24 over 1966. 


Tax liens amounted to $1,816.15, or an increase of $623.25. 
Tax acquired property decreased $56.14. 


There was no change in sewer assessments receivable or the 
related reserve balance. 

LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS: The balance due 
to the Snow Bowl and Yacht Club represents the excess of receipts 
over disbursements. 
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Prepaid real estate taxes and excise taxes amount of $9,375.15, 
an increase of $4,242.14. 


Accounts payable of $1,037.69 were for current operations. 


TRUST FUNDS: The trust funds are invested in bonds, stocks 
and bank deposits. The total trust funds amounted to $283,583.46 
which included $872.59 due from the Town of Camden. 


MOUNTAIN VIEW CEMETERY: The records of Mountain 
View Cemetery were reviewed. Receipts for the year amounted to 
$9,769.89 of which $7,580.53 was current year trust fund income. 
Other collections were from opening graves, general maintenance 
and nonbonded lots. 


Expenses of $9,778.24 were primarily for general maintenance, 
bonded and unbonded lots and supplies. 


The cash balance of $9,496.10 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. 


OAK HILL CEMETERY: The records of Oak Hill Cemetery 
were reviewed. Receipts for the year of $6,648.72 were principally 
from sales of lots, opening graves, trust fund income and the Town 
of Camden appropriation. 


Expenses for the year were primarily for general maintenance, 
opening graves and investments in U. S. bonds. 


The cash balance of $333:79 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the Camden National Bank and a time deposit was 
in agreement with the passbook balance which was confirmed as 
correct by the Depositors Trust Company, Camden, Maine. 


CAMDEN PUBLIC LIBRARY: The records of the Camden 
Public Library were reviewed. Receipts for the year amounting 
to $26,428.21 were derived principally from the endowment fund 
income, Town of Camden appropriation and various independent 
funds. 


Expenditures of $25,791.82 were primarily for investments, 
salaries and purchase of books and publications. 


The cash balance of $8,662.84 was on deposit in the Camden 
National Bank, Camden, Maine. 
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GENERAL: The townspeople authorized the use of excise tax 
revenue and transfers from surplus for various departmental. 
accounts. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to: 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count 
of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correct-- 
ness of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled: 
checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax collections 
were verified with copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Debt and trust fund transactions were reviewed and securities 
were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond coverage was. 
reviewed. 


The records of the Trustees of the Mountain View Cemetery, 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association and the Camden Public Library 
were reviewed.

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Notice to ‘Taxpayers 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by 
posting notifications in some public place in the town 
or shall notify them in such other way as the Town di- 
rects, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls, and all their estates, real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. If any resident owner after such notice does not

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Report of The Police Department 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the town of Camden: 


I hereby respectfully submit the annual report of the Police 
Department for the year 1968. 


The department has two new police officers and one new 
dispatcher this year. Two of the men who left the department 
have entered other fields of law enforcement. Following the town 
meeting an additional man was added to the department and has 
proven to be of a great benefit in giving the proper coverage to the 
citizens of Camden and the protection of their property. We con- 
tinually strive to improve ourselves by attending all available 
training courses, association meetings, and using the Training Key 
program of the International Chiefs of Police Association. 


This year the bicycle registration program was held and has 
proven very beneficial in enabling the department to locate bicy- 
cles which were lost or taken. A bicycle rodeo and a safety taping 
program was held in conjunction with the registration program. 
We feel that the young people have accepted this program with 
much enthusiasm. It gives the department a chance to meet our 
young citizens and to instill safety habits in them which will remain 
with them throughout the years. 


We are continuing our program of voluntary work details for 
young first offenders and it has proven to be of great value to the 
department, the parents, the persons on whom the offense was com- 
mitted and the youths themselves. Realizing their mistakes they 
have worked hard to prove that our faith in them is justified. 


In the field of highway safety we have seen many improve- . 
ments. Many of our traffic signs have been replaced to conform 
with the Uniform Traffic Code and all of the major streets have 
been properly signed into speed zones. The intersection at High 
Street and Mountain Street has been channelized and signed with 
the removal of the monument. U. S. Route No. 1 is now the 
throughway. The use of the radar set has proven to be very ef- 
fective. Traffic now flows at a safer rate of speed and we no 
longer receive as many complaints on speeders. The primary pur- 
pose of all highway safety equipment is to control traffic and to cut 
down on highway accidents. Each of us must be willing to obey 
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all traffic regulations and devices to protect all of our citizens from 
death or injury as a result of a traffic accident. 


We maintain a traffic accident program and a copy of all re- 
portable accidents is kept in our office and a copy sent to the 
Maine State Police. A monthly accident summary is maintained 
and coordinated with the Maine Highway Safety Committee. An 
accident spot map and a driver accident involvement file are main- 
tained at the department. In addition to the above items we have 
the following files to maintain. A criminal file, juvenile file, traffic 
violation file, driver warning file, bicycle registration file by name 
and by registration number and a complaint file by offense and by 
month. 


This year we obtained new radio equipment consisting of a 
base set, two mobile sets, and a portable. This new equipment 
enables us to be in constant contact with the Rockland Police De- 
partment, the Maine State Police in Thomaston, and in the near 
future we will have radio communications with the Knox County 
Sheriff’s Department. Today it is vital to have radio communica- 
tions with all existing law enforcement agencies. 


In today’s changing society the law enforcement officer is con- 
fronted with many changing laws, Supreme Court decisions, the 
presence of protest parades, the misuse of drugs, the use of alcohol 
by our young citizens, and the apathy of many citizens toward law 
enforcement. We continually strive to improve ourselves in our 
chosen profession and urgently request that all of the citizens of 
Camden strive to become involved in law enforcement so that we 
can keep our community free from fear and those who would 
violate the law. Ps

ANNUAL REPORT 
January 1, 1968 to December 31, 1968 


During the closing months of the two year study 
program undertaken by this Commission with the as- 
sistance of local, county, state and federal funds special 
concern has been centered on those aspects of the com- 
prehensive development plan which would produce the 
maximum of practical results for all of the towns in the 
county. Elements like population analysis, land use, 
transportation, economic base, natural resources, utili- 
ties, community facilities have been interpreted for 
both immediate and long-range use. 


It has been found that such technological develop- 
ments as freight-carriage by helicopter, passenger 
cruising by hydrofoil, goods shipment by freight-car 
piggy back, through coastal air service year round, 
high-speed rail service, coastal freightage, deepsea ter- 
minals, off-shore oil and gas drilling, minerals develop- 
ment and nickel mining are not as remote from realiza- 
tion as generally conceded. Indeed, contemporary en- 
terprises like deep-sea distribution points, free trade 
zones, ferry landings, hydrofoil and seaplane depots, 
off-shore refining sites, pleasure boat marinas, metals 
reduction plants and beach developments, currently the 
subject of proposed development along other parts of 
the Maine coast could just as profitably take place, the 
Commission finds, within the Knox water complex of 
sheltered coves, harbors, deep mouth rivers, off-shore 
islands in the West Penobscot and Muscongus Bay 
areas stretching from the northerly county line just 
above Camden to the border west of Friendship. 


Inland areas already favored by nature attest that 
additional recreation ponds, camp sites, snowsled trails, 
shooting and archery ranges, hiking and horse-riding 
trails, aerial gliding reservations, bicycling paths, dog- 
team paths can accompany added commercial growing, 
processing, fabricating, and distributing arising from

the country’s own production of eggs, woods, minerals, 
and foods. 


The Commission brought specialized attention in 
its plans for the county to the economic development of 
these most readily accessible products, noting in the 
process, the possible potential of manufacturing both 
soft and hardwood items; the processing of eggs, fab- 
rics, logs, furs, peat moss, sea moss, potatoes, berries, 
vegetables, trees, and plant; the creation of wild-life, 
tree, marine and fur farms; the future for knitting, 
freezing, machining, sewing, publishing, baking; the 
attraction of four-season recreation for professional re- 
search development, training and education centers. 


The Commission found that the same principle of 
mutual cooperation accruing to Appleton, Union, and 
Hope in their formation of a snowsled range, of the 
common refuse disposal site used by Rockland, Thom- 
aston, South Thomaston and Owls Head highlights 
many facets of town management and public service 
which can be similarly shared between adjacent towns 
for the economic and beneficial gain of all concerned. 
These district concepts, as they are known, best exem- 
plified by the common school district could include, be- 
sides recreation and refuse, such functions as account- 
ing, air pollution, community halls, health, mainten- 
ance, purchasing, snow removal, police patrols, tax as- 
sessing, water, sewage, power and welfare. It was 
further noted that inventories of the population by 
skills could facilitate the formation of more associa- 
tions by activity to better promote a common interest 
and a stronger competitive position. 


Most significantly, the Commission gave major 
attention to factors arising in adjacent areas that bear 
directly on the country’s future: the East-West Corri- 
dor dissecting Maine, the thru-way extension from 
Bath, the subsidized industries in eastern Canada, a 
ferry service joining Newfoundland and Nova Scotia 
with Knox County and all coastal developments extend- 
ing from Bar Harbor to Kittery. 


The Commissivun continues its efforts to assist com- 
munities in methods of property assessment procedure 
by making recommendations to the legislature on this 
important subject. As an agent of the Economic De- 
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velopment Administration in the Eastern Maine Dis- 
trict the Commission also processed loans in Knox 
County in the amount of $243,000 and grants for $595,- 
000. These include an industrial site for Rockland, 
$58,000; sewage treatment for Thomaston, $164,000; 
a diamond drilling process for Knox Mining of Rock- 
land, $86,000; management marketing assistance for 
Lime Products Corporation, Union, $5,000; study for 
Knox Mill, Knox Pier, Inc., Rockland, $30,000 ; and deep 
water pier, Knox Pier, Inc., Rockland, $243,000. 


Raymond Smith, town manager of Camden, report- 
ed in the January 7, 1969, issue of the Courier-Gazette 
(Volume 124, Number 3, Page 1), Rockland, that a 
10 percent increase from the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Administration had been granted the town of 
Camden for its sewage disposal plant. This increase 
“will cut the cost by about $240,000 from the project- 
ed $2,369,000 total,” Mr. Smith said, noting ‘‘this addi- 
tional aid is the direct result of Camden’s participation 
in and cooperation with the Knox County Regional 
Planning Commission. The only reason we are eligible 
for the increase is that we are working in consonance 
with the Commission in its efforts to develop a regional] 
plan.” 


“Incidentally, our annual membership fee in the 
regional organization is only $425. It would appear 
that membership is paying off handsomely when it 
brings about a cost reduction amounting to $240,000,” 
Mr. Smith added. 


Combined efforts and benefits such as described 
here require at this time the continued financial sup- 
port of all Knox County municipalities. The future of 
our region, continuing bright, deserves this sustained 
cooperative aid for renewed study and guided direc- 
tion.

Pre-school clinics held 5 
Nursing visits for which no charge was made 873

Patient care — It is interesting to note that the 
last four years the number of patient visits have aver- 
aged 3,113. This in itself shows the importance of the 
care of patients at home who otherwise may have 
needed hospital or nursing home care. The service also 
maintains contact by reporting to the doctor his pati- 
ent’s condition and progress. 


Adult supervision does not include nursing care. 
It is entirely supportive or just checking on a person 
living alone. 


Tuberculosis entails follow-up care of TB patients 
including some Tine Testing, interviewing contacts and 
getting patients to clinics for X-rays and laboratory 
examinations. 


Crippled children is entirely referral and follow-up 
after visits to orthopedic, heart or cystic fibrosis or 
other clinics. 
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Visits with Physiotherapist includes learning spe- 
cific exercises to be given between her visits to shock 
or arthritic patients to develop muscle tone and mo- 
bility. 


Meetings and conferences continue from October 
to June to keep abreast of new trends and medications 
and are followed by group discussions. 


Pre-school clinics will be planned for spring and 
the early summer months. D. P. T., Oral Polio and 
Smallpox vaccinations will be offered. Dates will be 
published in the local papers. 


I wish at this time to express my thanks to the 
doctors, nurses at the Camden Community Hospital, 
Mid-Coast Home Health, town officials and all who have 
made donations.

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Report of School Nurse 


The report of the school nurse remains approxi- 
mately the same as in past years, with the realization 
that the student activities are increasing at all time. 


This also increases the amount of coverage for 
each student, as many of these programs demand a 
more thorough knowledge of each one involved. 


The fact that so many of our students are “Bus” 
students make it more important that we know them 
as a person, in order to deal with their individual prob- 
lems on a school day basis. 


It is not always convenient to send them home 
because of illness because of the distance involved, and 
transportation problems: therefore, they must have 
attention at school. 


Because of this, the school nurse is called upon 
many times in order that the teacher be relieved: of 
this responsibility, and enable him to return to teach- 
ing his classes. 


All of these changes, along with the yearly Health 
examinations, Dental examinations, immunizations, 
audio-visual, and student problems, help to make this 
a busy program. 


During the year we have given at our Clinics the 
following immunizations and examinations: 


Diphtheria - Tetanus Immunizations 398 
Dental Examinations 980 
Health Examinations (19 
Polio Immunizations 403 
Measles Immunizations 28 
Smallpox Immunizations y Wy i 
Tuberculin Tests Bee 


These immunizations are recommended by the 
State Health Department to be given every so many 
years, especially during childhood. 
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Because of the vast improvement in control of 
these diseases at this time State recommendations have 
been changed, as of the year 1969, allowing a longer 
lapse of time before requiring a ‘‘Booster” for con- 
tinued protection. 


A “one-time” immunization for measles should 
give your child life-time immunity from this disease, 
and at the present time it appears to be only necessary 
to offer this upon school entrance, if it has not already 
been given. 


The Junior Woman’s Club has again been most 
helpful, and cooperative, in doing the Audio - Visual 
Testing, and the Lions Club in their follow-up of pro- 
curing glasses for those children whose families were 
unable to meet the added expense of eve care. This 
has been very much appreciated. 


Dr. Holz continues to be our School Physician, and 
is present at all Clinics, and school health examinations. 


We are most grateful for the ready response of 
volunteer help throughout the year, and wish to thank 
each one. 


We feel very fortunate that so many of our Child- 
hood diseases are so well controlled through immuniza- 
tion, and sincerely ask the cooperation of all parents 
in considering the concern of the School System in 
offering this program.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of the Camden-Rockport School District: 


I am pleased to submit my third annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Maine School Administrative District No. 28. 


All over the country education’s future role is being defined 
and redefined. Historically it has been to develop the intellect 
and character of youth. To keep abreast of changing times, func- 
tion of the school, (in addition to an orderly quest for knowledge), 
has been expanded to include: 


providing learning opportunities to all 
meeting the challenge of change 
providing quality teaching 
stimulating life long learning 
developing vocational competence 
enriching human life.

Man has before him the possibility of a new level of great- 
ness, a new realization of human dignity and effectiveness. The 
instrument which will realize this is that kind of education which 
frees the mind and enables it to contribute to a full and worthy 
life. To achieve this goal is the hope of the nation and the central 
challenge of its schools. The people of Camden and Rockport are 
meeting this challenge, have taken a realistic point of view and 
are providing a level of instruction in keeping with their finan- 
cial position. 

To meet this central challenge to our schools the professional 
staff is continuously evaluating and striving to improve, to vary, 
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to make more meaningful the course content. Part of this con- 
tinuous and constant evaluation is long range planning, providing 
for immediate needs and up-dating our present facilities. During 
the past year some of our efforts included: 


1. Meeting the accreditation standards of the New England 
Association for Colleges and Secondary School (now in progress). 
The Camden-Rockport High School has been accredited by the 
State Department of Education for more than seven years. Ac- 
creditation was renewed approximately two years ago. 


2. Visitations by consultants from the State Department of 
Education. Consultants spend a day in school and submit a writ- 
ten report with commendations and recommendations. Copies of 
these reports are given to the teachers, principals and all directors. 
Areas under study have been the industrial arts program, business 
education, distribution-education, physical education, music, hot 
lunch and the Rockport Elementary School. 


3. Mr. Harry Murchie, a Doctoral Student at the University of 
Maine is serving his internship in the Mary E. Taylor and Junior 
High School. Part of Mr. Murchie’s task is to evaluate the 
guidance program and bring attention to the Board of Directors, 
its weakness, its strengths and how and where it may be improved. 
In addition to Mr. Murchie, Miss Marie Cioraldi is serving her 
internship in the Rockport Elementary School. Her task is two- 
fold: first to provide immediate guidance service to pupils and 
second to assess the situation and recommend whether or not we 
have a need for guidance on the elementary school level. 


4. Implementations of objectives to update teaching equip- 
ment and equipment which makes for a well organized school have 
been put into practice. Drafting tables have been installed in the 
shop and math class; typewriters are turned over every five years; 
shop equipment is constantly being renewed; sufficient lockers 
were placed in the boys and girls lockerroom; part of our hall 
lockers needs are met by. the 1969 budget, others fiopefully by the 
1970 budget. 


5. Rooms and corridors have been painted, the pace of gen- 
eral repairs being made has been accelerated. The roof was re- 
paired at the Rockport Elementary School. 


6 The coal furnace at the Elm Street School has been con- 
verted to oil heat. The Mary E. Taylor School has been hooked 
into the Bunker C unit at the high school. The 1969 Budget asks 
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for funds to install automatic controls to four univents and to 
replace the remaining four of the original univents on the second 
floor of the Mary E. Taylor School. 


7. A new 66 passenger 1968 bus was purchased to replace a 
60 passenger 1952 bus. In addition a sinking fund was started in 
1968 for future bus needs. 


The University of Maine in Augusta started (September 1968) 
to offer courses in the Camden-Rockport High three nights a 
week. Enrollmnt (104) during the first semester far exceeded 
their expectations. Courses offered may be taken for credit, as a 
part of a degree program, for audit, or to meet requirements of 
teachers certification. A twelve week course, “Education and the 
Teacher Aide” which was of interest to teacher aides and/or pros- 
pective teacher aides was also started. 


The Regular Adult Education Program is popular, well attended 
and is being continued. Creative writing was added to the business 
courses, vocational and cultural arts courses. The Basic Adult 
Education program is still providing opportunities for adults who 
do not have a high school diploma to earn one by studying for 
and passing the high school equivalency exams. Camden-Rockport 
has again been selected as a testing center for this purpose. 


Federal grants have been applied for — these grants are used 
to enrich instruction and by law are ear-marked for special pro- 


grams.

one in Rockport and one in Junior High $10,848.00

We have examined the financial records of the Town of Cam- 
den for the year ended December 31, 1968. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the cir- 
cumstances. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and exhibits 
present fairly the financial position of the Town of Camden at De- 
cember 31, 1968, and the results of its operations for the year then 
ended, in conformity with generally accepted principles of munici- 
pal accounting applied on a basis, except as noted in the accom- 
panying comments regarding departmental balances, consistent 
with that of the preceding year.

Town of Camden 
January 1, 1968 to December 31, 1968 


The Town reverted to methods of prior years in closing de- 
partmental balances to surplus at December 31 for the audit and 
Town Report. Until legal corrections are made, however, the fiscal 
year of the Town remains February 15, 1968. Departmental opera- 
tions resulted in an unexpended balance of $46,447.38. Unexpend- 
ed balances and overdrafts in total were: 


Unexpended Balances $57,036.74 
Overdrafts 10,589.36 
$46,447.38 


Overlay of $16,254.42 and General Fund earned income of 
$23,403.42 accounted for the major portion of the balance. In prior 
years this earned income had been credited to various departments. 


ASSETS: The general cash of $93,126.49 was on deposit with 
Depositors Trust Co., Camden, Maine. Cash in savings accounts 
were verified by examination of passbooks and confirmations were 
mailed to depositories on all cash balances. 


Accounts receivable of $460.20 represents a decrease of $3,015.97 
from the previous year. Current receivables are primarily due 
from the State and other Towns for welfare cases and $175.75 from 
Oak Hill Cemetery. 


Taxes receivable increased $1,979.31 to a total of $15,624.67. Of 
this amount $15,257.94 represents 1968 taxes and the balance prior 
years. 


Tax liens amounted to $648.92, a decrease of $1,167.23. 


Tax acquired property decreased $297.80 to $314.25. The reason 
for the decrease was the transfer of property to the Town for public 
use. 


Sewer assessments decreased $73.28 with no change in the re- 
lated reserve. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS: The balance due 
the Snow Bowl and Yacht Club increased_ $7,124.96 and is due pri- 
marily to fire insurance proceeds to be used to rebuild the lodge 
that burned. 
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Prepaid real estate and excise taxes totaled $5,418.33, a de- 
crease of $3,956.82 from last year. 


Accounts payable of $3,465.00 represents a deposit by DiCenzo 
for the purchase of gravel from the Town. The balance will be 
adjusted at the end of the contract according to the amount of 
gravel used. 


GENERAL: The Town Manager has discussed the possibility 
of using a computer system for 1969 taxes. If the system were 
used the 1969 tax bills would be rendered by early April rather 
than later in the year as is now the case. Hand typing of tax bills 
would free the Town office staff for their other duties and eliminate 
the normal backlog at this time of the year. Also since some tax- 
payers pay their taxes shortly after receipt of their bill, there is a 
good possibility that monies would be collected earlier, thereby 
reducing the need for tax anticipation loans and reducing the in- 
terest expense to the Town. We recommend the use of such a 
system on a trial basis for 1969 with a cost study comparison with 
benefits received at the end of the year. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count 
of cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the cor- 
rectness of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified with copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Debt and Trust Fund transactions were reviewed and 
securities were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond cov- 
erage was reviewed. 


The records of the Trustees of the Mountain View Cemetery, 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association and the Camden Public Library 
were reviewed.

Harbormaster’s Report 


To the Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Camden, Maine: 


Another fine summer along the waterfront. The weather was 
more favorable than in 1967 with very little fog. 


As usual there was an increased amount of boating. Several 
new moorings were set in the outer harbor and changes were 
made in the inner harbor according to a priority basis. 


Another interesting attraction was added when Capt. Jim 
Sharp acquired the famous Arctic schooner Bowdoin, to be restored 
as a floating museum. 


I sincerely believe that the importance of the harbor is sadly 
overlooked. We only need to visualize Camden without it to real- 
ize this importance. To neglect to enlarge and improve harbor fa- 
cilities would certainly be foolhardy, and would undoubtedly affect 
the future of Camden. 


The crowded conditions at the public landing greatly increased 
this past summer and complaints were made about the difficulty in 
trying to tie up a rowboat or tender in the already overcrowded 
space. 


Each year there is an increase in the number of people coming 
to Camden, either to visit, or to stay permanently. A large per- 
centage of these people are attracted to the area because of the 
beauty of the harbor, bay, and surroundings. 


If we are to progress in an orderly fashion, we must meet the 
demands of this growth promptly and efficiently. Mooring space 
for small boats is urgently needed to put it plainly, if the over- 
crowded conditions are not corrected, things will be in a mess. We 
cannot afford to let this happen. Greater congestion would also dis- 
courage boats from using the harbor as a port of call, where pur- 
chase of provisions in the Town might be contemplated. The money 
we might think we save by neglecting the harbor, will in the end be 
money lost. 


So let’s not forget what “Camden by the Sea” really means. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Town Crew, Office Help, 
Police Department, and my many friends for theif cooperation dur- 
ing the past year.
